NEVER GIVE AN AUDIENCE SPACE — 
ENOUGH TO MOVE AROUND IN

OU couldn't say there was anything unusual about the speaker 
Y of the evening. 

Clothed in glamour from his trip abroad, he 
was about to launch into an account of his 
travels. He gathered his wits as he unfolded a 
map of Israel and gazed at his audience, who, it 
must be noted, were not behaving as a properly 
expectant audience should. 

But then this was not the usual audience. It 
consisted of six small-fry, ranging in age from 





almost 13 years to six months, plus their 
mother. 
“Now, here at Lydda is where the plane

landed.” 

Two-year-old Ben interrupts with indignant though unintelli- 
gible cries, which his mother deciphers as anger because his father 
has moved the rocker from it usual position. 

“As Ben Prince and I went through customs . . .—Eleven- 
year-old heckler Teddy comes up with the first of his irrelevant 
questions: “Is Israel in Asia or Asia Minor?” 

“We drove to Tel Aviv, which is a twin city with Jaffa. It was 
in Jaffa that an Arab sharpshooter, stationed in the minaret of a 
mosque, terrorized Jews for two miles around during the war.” 

You can sense the speaker has his audience in his paJm by now. 
But no, six-months-old Jennie being held by her big sister sets up 
a howl. “Here mama, you hold her.” 


“DRIVING NORTH WE PASSED NATANYA, CENTER OF 
the diamond cutting industry. Experts in this skilled trade came 
from Belgium. It is important that diamonds be cut just so... 
Miriam, why are you wandering around the room? Can’t you find 
someplace to sit?” 

“We did stop at Hadera, which has a factory for making rubber 
jnto tires...” 

Fifteen minutes later, and his audience begins to settle down 
for the Jong stretch. In fact, two of them, the youngest, are asleep, 
it being past their bedtime. The older four are all in reclining posi- 
tions around the room, something other audiences may yearn to 
do under similar circumstances. 


“NOW HAIFA, THE NEXT BIG CITY ON OUR WAY, IS 
really beautiful. We reached there at the end of the third day... 
well, that’s all for tonight... no; I'll ha¥® to continue some other 
night. You’re all too tired for anymore now.” 

Just like a speaker back from Israel. Spends so many minutes 
on his early impressions, he doesn’t have time for a rounded picture. 
But then, with this audience the speaker is at an advantage. He 
can reassemble them at will... that is, practically.

SOMETIMES put myself in the other guy's shoes. and pondering 
i on the average Israeli’s attitude toward tourists, I wouldn’t won- 
der if he were to blow his top. 

Suppose you were eking out a living, Starving, struggling. You 
needed to have your rich relatives come to visit you because their 
visit would add to your little revenue. 

But, brother, what do they do when they come! 

Do you believe in God, they want to know. Just how do you 


pray. Just how close are you to Communism; you dare favor Rus- 
sia over America (after all we've done for you)! 


AND THEY EAT YOUR PITIFULLY SHORT RATIONS, ALL 
the while muttering loudly, this is food? 

And they carefully take in all the details of your bare home 
and of your garden. Is your morale high, are you getting the most 
out of the land, are you behaving properly? 

And if you please one relative, you may not be feeling well 
enough to put on a good show for the next or the next, and they 
keep coming, with their insensibly blunt questions, . 

Do they want to stay and add their strength to yours? 

I should say not, Just there for the visit and be glad to get 
home to a well-stocked cupboard and tiled bathroom.

Hearing in Suit 
To Ban Mila Slated 


NEW YORK—A hearing on a 
petition for a permanent ban on 
mila (ritual circumcision) in 
N.Y. State has been set for June 
3 in the Appellate Division of 
the N. Y. State Supreme Court. 


Joseph Lewis, Jewish-born pre- 
sident of.the Freethinkers of 
America, is appealing a dismissal 
in a lower court of his demand 
for such a ban on the allegation 
that mila constitutes practice of 
medicine without a license, vio- 
lating the state Medical Practices 
act. The lower court had upheld 
state attorney general Nathaniel 
Goldstein, -who had _ rejected 
Lewis’ demand. 


The basis of the suit, which 
began almost two years ago, is 
an exchange of correspondence 
between Lewis and a mohel ad- 
vertising a course in mila. Lewis 
replied to the newspaper ads and 
used the material he received in 
preparing his suit. 


The action is a taxpayer’s suit 
rather than a request for a sum- 
mons against the mohel, because, 
Lewis said, “I don’t want to 
hurt any individual personally.”

Platforms Must Be Revised 


I“ THE light of Israel’s present position, the 
platforms so far announced by the various 
candidates for the presidency of the Zionist 
Organization of America are totally unrealistic. 

The men who aspire to the highest office of 
the ZOA have been no less victims of the propa- 
ganda about Israel than was The Post itself. 

Either that or conditions in Israel have 
changed radically in the past months. 

But in any event, what is required is large 
scale revision in the several platforms of the 
ZOA presidential candidates. 

All of the candidates have come out strongly 
for a halutziut movement from the U. S. 

All of the candidates have stressed the need 
for private investments from U. S. business- 
men. 

There is no denying the urgency for carry- 
ing out these planks. 

But neither is possible of fulfillment at this 
time. 

The so-called technical halutziut cannot pos- 
sibly succeed, and the agricultural halutziut has 
dwindled to a trickle which is almost imper- 
ceptible. 

As far as private investments in Israel, they 
no doubt will continue to be made on some 
small scale, but in the terms in which this 
capital investment is needed to succor Israel's 


failing economy, what investments are being 
made are insignificant. The conditions for it 
simply do not exist in Israel at this time, and 
every prospective investor who goes to Israel 
now with a view to organizing some enterprise 
must be alienated by a set of economic factors 
under which he cannot possibly operate. 

To merely call for halutziut and for private 
investments as this paper has done, is to do a 
disservice to the cause. There are many efforts 
which the ZOA can initiate which will serve to 
alleviate, over a period of time, the dire con. 
ditions in Israel today. There are many jobs 
which the ZOA can do now for Israel. A pres- 
ident with imagination could make the ZOA 
into a revived organ of aid for the state. But 
his program must not be one of lip service to 
impossible tasks. 

Whoever is elected president of the ZOA 
should make a trip to Israel to see for himself, 
With only a little prodding beneath the surface, 
he will find hundreds of way to make the ZOA 
the kind of an agency of help to Israel that it 
can and must be. 

But nothing can be more dangerous for the 
welfare of the ZOA than to adopt a set of goals 
which have no relation to reality and will mere- 
ly burden the organization with goals which 
can have no other effect than to lead to frus 
tration.

in paying official recognition to the sanctity of 
Jewish Holy Days, the one by barring its posts 
from participating in Memorial Day exercises, 
which this year fall on Shavuot, and the other 
by dropping all business sessions from its meet- 
ing or those of its affiliates on the Sabbath, 
points up the difference between the religious 
attitudes of U. S. Jewry and Israeli Jewry.

This was not an expression, aS some may 
want to interpret it, of the socialist attitude 
against religion. When The Post asked Peretz 
Bernstein, president of the General Zionist 
Party in Israel, which of course is for free en- 
terprise as against socialism, whether he would 
approve of benedictions at public dinners, he 
said “no.” 

Whether or not a benediction is said at a 
banquet is no criterion of the piety of those in 
attendance. This giving thanks to God can be 
merely a routine matter. 

But it can be something more too. It can 
be an indication of something more significant. 

By now most public banquets of Jewish or- 
ganizations in the U. S. are kosher. Twenty 
years ago, or even ten years ago, almost no 
organizational or community dinner was 
kosher. 

This too may not bé indicative of a return 
to religion. 2 

But it cannot either be written off as an 
aberration or a whimsy. It means nothing less 
than that the oganized Jewish community has 
come to accept its responsibility toward Ju- 
daism, the religion of the people who form the

that his guests’ feelings deserved some consid- 
eration; but such advice was either not given 
or not taken. 

Be that as it may, in many respects the 
place of Judaism in the American Jewish com- 
munity is much higher today than it is in 
Israel, The prevailing indifference to Judaism 
in the American Jewish community of twenty 
and thirty and ten years ago is the general 
attitude of the Israeli Jewish community of 
today. 

Here, then, is an area where American Jew- 
ish influence can be important, But Israel can- 
not be told or commanded in this respect, it 
can only be moved by example. It .can be 
shamed; it cannot however be exhorted. 

If the development towards a really reli- 
gious Jewish community in the U. S. continues 
apace, then it can be expected that the Israelis 
will be awakened from their lethargy. Israel 
now is undergoing deep shock because of the 
decline in community morale. Up until this 
time devotion to Zionism, to the rebuilding of 
Israel has been the Israeli’s substitute for re- 
ligion. 

But as that high morale is being shaken, the 
reliance on it as a natural kind of religion must 
also suffer. Where what has been filling a need 
begins to show signs of artificiality, there will 
be a normal searching for something more 
fundamental and less ephemeral. 

It is here that the American Jewish commu- 
nity may show the way. The*world Jewish 
community has always been more religious 
than the Jewish community of the U. S. If 
world Jewry swayed away from Judaism, it 
never did so to the extent that the U. S. Jewry 
turned its back almost entirely on its religion. 

As a result, the example of America will be 
more forceful to the Israelis, who went through 
a similar experience. If the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity can find in Judaism the answer to its 
needs, then it can be expected that the Israeli 
Jewish community, faced with the same prob- 
lem and having experienced the same phenom- 
ena, will do likewise.

There is one way in which an 
American businessman can build 
a tremendously successful enter- 
prise in Israel. That is to go to 
Israel] to live.

Then, because 
of the knowhow he will have 
brought with him from the US., 
he will become a veritable eco- 
nomic royalist within a few 
years, 

THERE ARE ONLY A FEW 
other problems about Israel 
which I intend to discuss. They 
really aren’t problems, but you 
hear and read about them, so I'll 
try amd set you straight to the 


best of my ability. 

Forget about the danger of the 
“backward” North African and 
oriental immigrations ‘“envelop- 
ing Israeli civilization. That’s a 
bunch of bosh. And there is very 


little if any, discrimination 
against the so-called colored 
Jews. Within a relatively few 


years all of them will be assimi- 
lated into the general population. 

You can also stop worrying 
about Israel being attacked by 
the Arab states. If the Arab 
states had any sense, they’d 
make peace with Israel now, 
while they can get many favora- 
ble concessions, 

After a while, when Israel’s 
dominance will be established 
even among the Arab populace 
of the Arab states, Israel may be 
harder to deal with. 

Anyone who saw what the 
small Israel army did four years 
ago against the Arabs, and then 
saw that army parade as I did 
on Independence Day, knows that 
the real fear is not from the 
Arabs, but from another world 


war, which inevitably will in 
volve Israel. 


NOW YOU HAVE ALL MY 
conclusions. All except the final 
one. And that is, given ten to 
twenty years, Israel will become 
a thriving successful nation. I am 
not now thinking only in terms 
of Israel’s economy, but in terms 
of a Jewish civilization, which 
will be positively and creatively 
Jewish, 

But it seems to me that Amer: 
ican Jews can make grave mis- 
takes about Israel and cause Is 
rael irreparable harm by not un- 
derstanding the facts of Israel's 
existence. 

I think you are mature enough 
to want and be able to accept the 
facts. I will elaborate more fully 
on what I have set down here 
and, over the weeks, try to doctr 
ment and back up my state 
ments, some of which may seem 
quite arbitrary to you, so you'll 
understand and believe what I’ve 
written here.

These are the main characters 
in the book.

I have no religious prejudices; I have no objection 
to any Jewish writer dealing with such themes, and I 
am willing to respect a Jew who honestly believes that 
Christianity as a religion is superior to Judaism.

I think I can tell where a writer is in honest 
search of truth and where he is in search of easy 
money, easy glory and easy melodramatic effect. 

An instance of Asch’s writing for easy melodram- 
atic effect is to be found in his most famous pre- 
Nazarene novel, ‘Three Cities.” 

In St. Petersburg, an Orthodox Jew every evening 
goes out in front of the Czar’s Winier Palace and, 
instead of saying his evening prayers (Maariv), raises 
his hand against the palace and says “Pour out Thy 
wrath upon the Gentiles.” 

Now anyone who knows religious Jews knows they 
would never act that way. To an Orthodox Jew, an 
evening prayer is not a performance to impress the in- 
nocent readers of Sholem Asch's novels. 


Asch is the great genuine writer only when he 
describes the humble Jews of Poland. That is why 
“Warsaw” is the best book in “Three Cities.” The 
rest is tinsel. I could swallow that tinsel along with 
the good stuff in Asch so long as it formed only part 
of the writing. But the first hundred pages of “The 
Nazarene” were more than I could take

els. Think of his statements for the 

Only some two years ago he made the statement 
that he was not interested in Israel, because, being a 
Westerner, he was not interested in this Asiatic state.

The NEC voted 30-20 to deny in- 
cumbent President Benjamin 
Browdy the customary presi- 
dential privilege of appointing 
20 members to the powerful 100- 
member convention Committee 
on Committees, which is elected 
by the regions on the basis of 
@ach 1,000 members. The NAC 
afterwards upheld the NEC de- 
cision by a 48-42 vote. 

NAME ELECTION BOARD 

The NEC by a 28-16 vote and 
the NAC by a 50-37 vote also ap- 
proved a Miller proposal to estab- 
lish a board to supervise the 
election of delegates to the con- 
vention in mid-June, The board 
will consist of three Miller re- 
presentatives, two Redelheim re- 
presentatives and one Shapiro re- 
presentative. Joseph Goldberg, 
Worcester, Mass., considered neu- 
tral by all factions, was design- 
ated chairman of the board. 

At the meetings this week, the 
Miller forces quickly condemned 
and the Redelheim forces, here- 
tofore identified as a pro-Browdy 
group, maintained a_ discreet 
silence on a statement by Presi- 
dent Browdy that “the purpose 
and aim of the ZOA is to be a 
mass organization of Zionists, 
acting independently, without 
ties, alliances or identification 
with any other group of Zionists 
either in the U.S. or in Israel.” 

MAY SUPPORTS MILLER 

The powerful Southeastern Re- 
gion of the ZOA, whose “favor- 
ite son” candidate for the na- 
’ tional presidency, Mortimer May, 
Nashville, Tenn., last week an- 
nounced his support of Miller, 
took a seemingly unusual posi- 
tion in supporting Browdy’s inter- 
pretation of the purpose of the 
ZOA. 

The Region maintained that 
the Zionist movement is a “mass 
movement, and not a class move- 
ment, and as long as there will 
be a need for a Zionist move- 
ment, every unaffiliated Jew 
must be sought out and en- 
rolled in (ZOA) ranks.” 

The Region also proposed the 
launching of a large-scale halut- 
ziut program, “with emphasis on 
-t&ehnical and professional halut- 
ziut,” and insisted “on the right 
of the ZOA to launch a cam- 
paign in the U.S. for its work 
in Israel and on the American 
scene, on the same terms as 
Hadassah, the Gewerkshaften 
and other groups.”

greater importance!” 

Alkow, upon his return from 
N.Y. where he played a key 
role in launching Shapiro’s cam- 
paign, told The Post he has 
asked Western Regional execu- 
tives not to instruct delegates 
on what presidential candidates 
they should vote for. 

“The democratic processes of 
the ZOA will best be served if 
delegates go to the convention 
uninstructed,” he told The West- 
ern Regional Committee, 

“If we believe in the demo- 
cratization of the communities,” 
he said, “we Zionists should set 
an example. A_ few political 
minded individuals or a small 
controlled regional party ma- 
chine should not direct the think- 
ing of freely elected delegates,” 

SCORES ‘EXCITEMENT’ 

Bressler, scoring “all this sea- 
sonal campaign excitement,” said 
the greatest contribution the pre- 
sent Zionist leadership can make 
is “to give Zioniom back to the

He recommended the estah 
lishment of a Council of Regional 
Presidents, which, directly re 
sponsible to the national presi. 
dent, would meet with him prior 
to Executive or Administrative 
Committee meetings to discuss 
implementation in the respective 
regions of the ZOA program, as’ 
well as regional problems and 
future plans. 

ALL-OUT HALUTZIUT 

Calling for agricultural as well 
as technical, profesional and in 
dustrial halutziut, Bressler 
stressed that “it is less 
important to build a trade school 
in Israel than to teach our youth 
in America the dignity and im. 
portance of Zionist achievements 
and values by strengthening the 
existing Zionist youth organiza. 
tions. 

Declaring that “our responsi. 
bility to our own American Jews 
ish community must be taken 
more seriously,” Bressler called 
for greater attention on the part 
of Zionists to the existing organ 
izations, youth and adult, relig.
